WASHINGTON (jn_Sen. George 
(D-Ga) predicted today Democrats 
will 
have 
no 
“basic 
disagree­ 
ments” with President Eisenhower 
over foreign, national defense and 
world trade policies in the Con­ 
gress session opening tomorrow. 
George, in line to become the 
chairman of the Senate Foreign 
Relations Committee, spoke ou t 
after Repu blican legislative lead­ 
ers predicted the President’s State 
of the Union message will be “well 
received” by the cou ntry. 
Saying he doesn’t believe it con­ 
tains anything new or startling, 
Sen. Knowland of California, the 
GOP floor leader, said he thinks 
the message “will be well received 
by the Congress and the people.” 
Eisenhower gave GOP leaders a 
preview of the message at the 
White Hou se yesterday. 
’The President was said to be 
stressing in the message a new 
defense concept in which proposed 
m i l i t a r y manpower redu ctions 
wou ld be offset by the employment 
of new weapons and closer links 
with America’s allies. 
The manpower cu ts, already an­ 
nou nced, have brou ght Democratic 
demands for a review of over-all 
military' policy. 
Eisenhower was represented as 
taking an optimistic view of the 
nation’s long range economic pros­ 
pects and was said to be emphasiz­ 
ing in the message 
plans 
to 
advance the health and economic 
w'clfare of the cou ntry. 
Some lawmakers said the mes- 
nage was being redrafted into the 
final form before the President’s 
schedu led delivery at a joint ses­ 
sion of Congress Thu rsday. Radio 
and television networks will carry 
the speech.

floor leaders, with no u psets or 
contests in prospect. 
The new Congress convenes at 
noon tomorrow, with the Demo­ 
crats taking over control and then 
marks time u ntil the President’s 
message a day later. 
Withou t direct reference to the 
message, George said in an inter­ 
view that u nless something u nfore- 
*seen develops, he believes relations 
between the Democrats in Con­ 
gress and the White Hou se will 
be good. 
“On the foreign affairs, interna­ 
tional trade and national defense' 
programs, I do not think there} 
will be any basic disagreements 
with the President,” he said. “Per­ 
haps there will be argu ments over 
some details. Bu t I do not antici­ 
pate sharp, fu ndamental differ­ 
ences over even most of the do­ 
mestic program.” 
George said he will not pu sh in 
19 55 for tax-cu tting increases in 
personal income exemptions of the 
kind he sou ght u nsu ccessfu lly last 
year. He. said he believes exemp­ 
tions shou ld be raised, bu t not u ntil 
greater progress has been madej 
toward balancing the bu get.

home, George said he believes thej 
“prospect of peace is certainly; 
somewhat clearer and better than! 
in the past.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio LP—The 101st 
General Assembly met yesterday 
and immediately became embroil­ 
ed over the Senate clerk’s salary. 
The Senate clerk is Thomas E. 
Bateman of Colu mbu s, perennial 
choice of Senate Repu blicans. 
Last session, he got $720 a 
month. A resolu tion offered as soon 
as the Senate convened ju mped his 
pay to $9 50 a month. 
Both Repu blicans 
and Demo­ 
crats expressed u nhappiness over 
the 25 per cent raise. 
Bu t Democrats were relu ctant 
to make an issu e of the pay raise. 
They had not been informed in 
advance of the increase.^ 
According to plan, C. Stanley 
Mechem (R-Athens) was named 
president pro tern of the Senate 
and Roger Clou d, Ix)gan Cou nty 
Repu blican, 
was 
named 
Hou se 
speaker. 
Senate Repu blicans, who voted 
20-2 in a cau cu s for the Senate 
clerk’s pay raise, also pu t throu gh 
an increase of from $400 to $550 
a month for Ellsworth (Jack) Lett, 
assistant clerk. Bu t the only Re­ 
pu blican 
to 
oppose 
Bateman’s 
raise on the floor was Sen. Ross 
Pepple (R-AUen). 
Several Hou se Repu blicans were 
su rprised at the size of the raise 
granted Bateman. Bu t in the same 
breath they indicated that if the 
Senate clerk cou ld get su ch an 
increase, so cou ld the Hou se clerk. 
The salary of Hou se Clerk Carl 
Gu ess, which matched that of the 
Senate clerk in the 100th General 
Assembly, is still open. 
Repu blicans control both hou ses 
of the Legislatu re. 
The speaker of the Hou se du ring 
the 100th General Assembly, who 
tu rned over the gavel to Speaker 
Clou d yesterday was William Sax- 
be, 
Mechanicsbu rg 
Repu blican. 
Saxbe made an u nsu ccessfu l bid 
last spring for the U. S. Senate 
nomination, and in the process, 
skipped the race for Ohio rep­ 
resentative. He now retu rns to 
private life. 
Both hou ses complete organiza­ 
tion work today. Tomorrow they 
begin introdu ction of bills.

The Cru cible Steel Co. of Amer­ 
ica looks for a general improve­ 
ment in bu siness this year after 
recovering sharply from an 
ex­ 
pected lag throu ghou t the indu stry 
in 19 54, William P. Snyder Jr., 
chairman of the board, said today 
at Pittsbu rgh. 
From all indications the 1955 bu s­ 
iness level will be higher than last 
year, Snyder said. He cited the in­ 
crease in the volu me of orders in 
the last three months of 1954 as 
the basis for the expected improve­ 
ment. 
Snyder blamed su bstantial inven­ 
tories and a tremendou s increase 
in produ ction capacities for th e 
slack period early last year. 
Many employes at the Midland 
Wbrks of the company W’ere idle 
du ring the su mmer months, bu t 
bu siness picked u p considerably in 
November and December and the 
plant is now operating at approxi­ 
mately 77 per cent of capacity, a 
spokesman reported today. 
Abou t 1,000 employes at the Mid­ 
land Works are presently laid off, 
the spokesman said. Approximate­ 
ly 7,100 are employed when the 
plant is operating at fu ll capacity. 
Six of the nine open hearth fu r­ 
naces at Midland are in operation 
and only one of the five electric 
fu rnaces is idle. 
Cru cible earned its preferred div­ 
idends and a common stock pay­ 
ment in each of the first three 
qu arters of 19 54. Althou gh a re­ 
port for the final qu arter has not 
been annou nced, Snyder said indi­ 
cations are that it may^ be the 
best of the year. 
The company paid regu lar div­ 
idends of $1.25 per share on the 5 
per cent convertible preferred stock 
and 2 per cent on common stock 
for the first three qu arters. 
Highlight of Cru cible activity du r- 
ing 1954 was the acqu isition 
in 
March of a 50 per cent interest in 
Vacu u m Metals Corp., formerly a 
wholly-owned su bsidiary of the Na­ 
tional Research Corp. The develop­ 
ment was one of major importance 
to the aircraft, electronic, au tomat- 
ic process and metallu rgy fields, 
according to Snyder. 
Vacu u m Metals operations have 
been transferred from Cambridge,

The 11-month notice was given 
“in order to afford you a reason­ 
able time in which to enter into 
su ch negotiations with others as 
you deem advisable relative to 
service in the city,” the presi­ 
dent’s letter said. 
Cou ncU immediately referred the 
letter to its franchise committee,

Cou ncilman Orr 
said the committee’s first step will 
be to find if any other transit 
operators have expressed interest 
in bu ying Valley Motor’s equ ip­ 
ment here so that Cou ncil can do 
everything posible to encou rage a 
new owner.

In retaliation for Soviet restric­ 
tions on travel of Americans in 
Ru ssia — and vowedly for secu rity 
reasons — the State Department 
yesterday declared 1,000 or so 
cou nties in 40 states off-limits to 
abou t 400 Ru ssians working for the 
Soviet Embassy, the Amtorg trade 
agency and Ru ssian news bu reau s. 
The Ru ssian delegation to the U.N. 
also is affected, althou gh some 50 
Soviet citizens connected with the 
U.N. Secretariat are not. 
The Ru ssians mu st stay within a 
i 


25-mile radiu s of both New York 
and Washington and mu st give at 
least 48 hou rs notice of plans to 
travel elsewhere. Bu t in any case, 
they are barred from specified 
areas, inclu ding 15-mile-wide belts 
along mu ch of the northern and 
sou thern bou ndaries of the United 
States. 
When necessary, they may go by 
rail or commercial airline throu gh 
restricted areas to reach open 
points. Bu t au tomobile and bu s 
travel is banned except over speci­ 
fied rou tes along the East Coast 
and to the open areas sou th and 
west. Applications to travel to re­ 
sorts “will be considered on the 
merits,” the department said.

Too Much Confidence 


The Federal Reserve Board has let it be 
known indirectly that it will clamp down on 
credit if stock-market borrowing continues to 


increase. 
This is an indirect warning to persons using 
credit for investment and speculation in the 
stock market. The next step would be a direct 
warning. The third and final step would be an 
increase in short-term interest rates, which is 
the way the Federal Reserve Board would be 
able to restrict the use of credit. 
Behind this is a paradox of apprehension be­ 
cause of too much confidence. The American 
people as a whole never have b eliey ^ more 
firmly in the free enterprise sy stem than they 
do right now - and for an obvious reason. 


When the beginning of World War II ended 
the long depression of the thirties, millions of 
Americans doubted that it Auld have been end- 
ed by any thing but a major war. 
When World War II ended. Americans were 
told by many voices in government that a vast 
program of public works would be the only 
means of averting a renew’al of 
When the slump of 1949 occurred, what the 
voices said promised to be true; it looked as 
though the postwar buy ing spree had fizzled out. 
The Korean War and a rearmament program 
changed that. But by the close of 1953, with 
the Korean war over and the rearmament pro­ 
gram slowing down, the prophets of e c o n ^ ic 
collapse were back in business a p m . ^They 
said 1954 would prove that the United States 
could not make economic headway in peace­ 
time without calling in the state socialists to 
doctor up the economy with their nostrums. 
But the prophets weren’t taken seriously . The 
United States had its best peacetime y ear and 
expects to have a better one in 1955. 
Americans are confident they cap have ^ th 
peace and prosperity . They arc confident about 
themselves and about the free enterprise sy s­ 
tem. They are showing their confidence by their 
activity in the stock market. 
The trick is to keep confidence from out­ 
distancing financial reality . 


What There ‘Oiighta Be' 


Proposed laws will bloom like flowers in the 
spring, tra la. in the next few weeks. Lawmak­ 
ers in Washington and the various state capi­ 
tals will count.the day wasted when they have 
no new laws to offer. 
Sharing the same attitude, many executive 
officers of government will count the day wasted 
when thev can think of ho new law to press on 
legislators. And hundreds of lobbies and individ­ 
uals will be pressing, too. 
There oughta be a law. . . 
It is a proper thought at the beginning of a 
legislative season, therefore, that there "ough- 
ta be” something besides new laws to mark 
the passage of another y ear. The greater part 
of legislative wisdom sometimes lies in letting 
things stay as they are. 
Good laws are declarations of principles sup­ 
ported by general agreement. They are the 
basic rules of the game of living together and 
should not be changed whimsically . Wise legisla­ 
tors never change them at aU, unless they are 
sure of sufficient support to make the changes 


enforceable.

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Too Much Confidence 


The Federal Reserve Board has let it be 
known indirectly that it will clam p down on 
credit if stock-m arket borrowing continues to 
increase. 


This is an indirect warning to persons using 
credit for investm ent and speculation in the 
stock m arket. The next step would be a direct 
warning. The third and final step would be an 
increase in short-term interest rates, which is 
the way the Federal Reserve Board would be 
able to restrict the use of credit. 


Behind this is a paradox of apprehension be­ 
cause of too much confidence. The American 
people as a whole never have believed more 
firm ly in the free enterprise system than they 
do right now — and for an obvious reason. 


When the beginning of World War II ended 
the long depression of the thirties, millions of 
A m ericans doubted that it A uld have been end­ 
ed by anything but a m ajor war. 


When World W ar II ended, Americans were 
told by m any voices in government that a vast 
program of public works would be the only 
m eans of averting a renewal of depression. 
When the slump of 1949 occurred, what the 
voices said promised to be true; it looked as 
though the postwar buying spree had fizzled out. 
The Korean W ar and a rearm am ent program 
changed that. But by the close of 1953, with 
the Korean w ar over and the rearm am ent pro­ 
gram slowing down, the prophets of economic 
collapse were back in business again. They 
said 1954 would prove that the United States 
could not m ake economic headway in peace­ 
tim e without calling in the state socialists to 
doctor up the economy with their nostrum s. 
But the prophets w eren’t taken seriously. The 
United States had its best peacetim e year and 
expects to have a better one in 1955. 
Americans are confident they cap have both 
peace and prosperity. They are confident about 
them selves and about the free enterprise sys­ 
tem . They are showing their confidence by their 
activity in the stock m arket. 
The trick is to keep confidence from out­ 
distancing financial reality. 


What There ‘Oughta Be* 


Proposed laws will bloom like flowers in the 
spring, tra la, in the next few weeks. Law mak­ 
ers in Washington and the various state capf- 
tals will count, the day wasted when they have 
no new laws to offer. 
Sharing the sam e attitude, m any executive 
officers of government will count the day wasted 
when they can think of ho new law to press on 
legislators. And hundreds of lobbies and individ­ 
uals will be pressing, too. 
There oughta be a law. . . 
It is a proper thought at the beginning of a 
legislative season, therefore, that there “ ough­ 
ta be” something besides new laws to m ark 
the passage of another year. The greater part 
o£ legislative wisdom sometimes lies in letting 
things stay as they are. 
Good law's are declarations of principles sup­ 
ported by general agreem ent. They are the 
basic rules of the game of living together and 
should not be changed whimsically. Wise legisla­ 
tors never change them at all, unless they are 
sure of sufficient support to make the changes 
enforceable. 
Lawmaking is a 
reponsibilitv 
to 
let 
well 
enough alone as well as to be endlessly en­ 
gaged in proposing the passing more laws. 
Some of the most valuable legislators becam e 
that way by adhering to the rules that learning 
how' to vote “ No” was the most enlightened w’av 
to look after the public good in an era of ir­ 
responsible legislation and interm inable litiga­ 
tion. 


A Billion Asiatics 


The im pact of next April’s conference of in­ 
dependent Asiatic and African governments in 
Ceylon on western minds will be slow in regis­ 
tering. But when it finally is felt, a new dim en­ 
sion will have been added to the traditional 
pattern of western thinking. 
It will have to be acknowledged then that 
m ore than a billion Asiatics cannot be wrong, 
if they have a m eeting of minds. 
It will have to be admitted, that ff they can 
reach, through their governments, or if their 
governments can reach, with their backing, a 
policy of self-determination for Asia and Africa 
the consequences will be as far-reaching as 
were those of the Monroe Doctrine in the 19th 
century. 
Asiatic nationalism has taken root. There is 
reason to believe nationalism m ay be the only 
antidote for the internationalism of the Com­ 
m unist conspiracy. 
The western colonial powers have had to 
deal with Asia’s new nationalism first-hand. But 
“ Asia for the Asiatics” is a slogan with more 
bearing on the “ im perialism ” of the Kremlin 
than on the dying colonialism of Britain, France 
and other European powers. 
“ The white m an's burden” is going to be 
lightened, whether or not 
its 
bearer 
yields 
philosophically to the inevitable. The em ergence 
of Asiatic consciousness, accompanied by an 
assertion of self-determination on the part of 
Africans, would be 
the 
outstanding 
historic 
event of the 20th century.

West G erm an industry is press­ 
ing a drive to boost output by 
adopting 
American 
mass-produc- 
tion techniques. 
The w ar was a convincing dem ­ 
onstration to the G erm ans of the 
superiority of m ass production over 
the handicraft - type production 
they had long adm ired. The G er­ 
m ans are alm ost unanimously con­ 
vinced that they were defeated by 
American m ass production rather 
than by Allied troops and airm en. 
Germ any, in common with most 
other European nations, has long 
favored precision production at the 
expense of volume. Three factors, 
however, have combined to force 
the most hardheaded Rhur indus­ 
trialist to change his mind. 
Germ any is facing a severe la­ 
bor shortage. Labor is restive over 
low wage scales, and Economics 
M inister Ludwig 
E rh ard ’s 
ham ­ 
m ering at Germ an industry’s age­ 
old cartel production system has 
led most industrialists to view the 
“ controlled m arket” as 
a 
l o s t 
cause. 
Most of the ideas for pepping up 
Germ an production have originated 
with so-called G erm an 
technical 
assistance team s which have been 
sent to the United States by the 
State D epartm ent to study at first 
hand 
the 
mass-production 
tech­ 
niques of American industry. 
The State D epartm ent has also 
brought American production ex­ 
perts to G erm any to indoctrinate 
G erm an producers in U.S. indus­ 
try ’s philosophy of a m ass m arket. 
World War II provided potent 
stimulus for the overhauling of Ger­ 
man production theories. 
M ajor Germ an plants were flat­ 
tened by bombing and had to be 
rebuilt from the ground up.
